Uncle Joel's father served on the 
first grand jury which convened at 
Old Cora May 3, 1858. H. L. Iiester 
father of Uncle Pat Lester, was 
foreman. This grand jury return­ 
ed four Indictments for murder.

Joel recently told 
the 
editor of the Chief of the last 
Indian fight which occured in the 
City of Comanche. It took place 
about where the old rock school 
building 
now stands in 
1868. 
Captain 
Jack Wright and Bud 
Clark were out early one morn­ 
ing and saw some Indians leaving 
town leading several horses. They 
opened fire on the Indians, but the 


savages replied with a cloud of 
arrows and Uncle Jack and Uncle 
Bud were forced tp retreat for 
assistance. 
Uncle Jack rounded up about 
20 men and found the Indian 
tia*l shortly out of town leading 
toward round Mountain. Near the 
mountain they flushed the Indians 
from a grove of trees. After shoot­ 
ing a few arrows, the Indians fled 
and were soon lost, but towards 
evening they were sighted again. 
The Comanche men followed them 
again lost the trail. 
The Comanche 
men 
camped 
that night at Ramsey’s Ranch 
where there were 
many 
great 
limestone rocks. The men cut their 
names on the rocks and the date 
"1868”. Twenty 
years 
later 
In 
1888, Uncle Joel again visited the 
place and found their names as 
clear and distinct as if only cut 
a few days before. Uncle Joel says 
he plans to go back again and see 


ic the names are still there after 
these some 51 years.
